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What is the origin of Christmas? Was Jesus (Peace be upon him) 
born on December 25th? What should Muslims do on this day? 

Al-Hamdulillah, All praise be to Allah alone, for making us 
Muslims and bestowing us the Deen of Islam to distinguish right 
and wrong. The holiday season is upon us again, and the ugly 
head of Satan is rising again to inspire people to indulge in 
innovation and shirk. 

What proceeds is an analytical view of Christmas and 
appropriate Muslim conduct during the Christmas season. 

Any belief system or ritual (Christmas or otherwise) in any 
religion should satisfy each of the following criteria to be 
labeled as authentic: 

1. It should have its evidence from the scriptures or from the 
authentic sayings of the Messenger. 

2. The Messenger himself and his companions should practice 
and propagate it. 

3. The Scripture or the Messenger's sayings in which this belief 
system is present should be preserved from alterations or 
perishment. 

Does Christmas Have Biblical Evidence? 

The word 'Christmas' is not even present in the entire Bible. The 
Bible has closed lips on the entire feast of Christmas with one 
exception, the decoration of tree. Fortunately, for the Christians, 
the Bible does has a word or two to say on the decoration of the 
Christmas tree, but unfortunately for them, their own Bible 
criticizes the use of decorating tree: 

"The customs of the people are worthless, they cut a tree out of 
the forest, and a craftsman shapes it with his chisel, they adore 
it with silver and gold, they fasten it with hammer and nails so it 
will not totter" (Jeremiah 10:3,4). 

Pre-Christian pagans superstitiously believed that the evergreen 
tree has special power of protection. In fact, the use of 
Christmas tree began in the 17th century, in Strasbourg, France 
and from there it spread to Germany, Britain and then to the 


































































U.S. "Tree worship was a common feature of religion among the 
Teutonic and Scandinavian peoples of northern Europe before 
their conversion to Christianity.. German settlers brought the 
Christmas tree custom to the American colonies in the 17th 
century. By the 19th century its use was quite widespread". 
(Compton's Encyclopedia, 1998 Edition) 

Was Jesus Born on December 25th? 

Neither the date 25th December nor any other date on Jesus' 
birth is mentioned in the Bible. Not until the year 530 C.E., that a 
monk, Dionysus Exigus, fixed the date of the birth of Jesus on 
December 25th. "He wrongly dated the birth of Christ according 
to the Roman system (i.e., 754 years after the founding of Rome) 
as December 25,753". (Encyclopedia Britannica, 1998 ed.) This 
date was chosen perhaps in keeping with the holidays already 
indoctrinated into pagans. 

Roman pagans celebrated December 25th as the birth of their 
'god' of light, Mithra. "In the 2nd century A.D., it (Mithraism) was 
more general in the Roman Empire than Christianity, to which it 
bore many similarities" (The Concise Columbia Encyclopedia, 
1995 ed.) 

"The reason why Christmas came to be celebrated on December 
25 remains uncertain, but most probably the reason is that early 
Christians wished the date to coincide with the pagan Roman 
festival marking the "birthday of the unconquered sun" (Natalis 
Solis Invicti); this festival celebrated the winter solstice, when 
the days again begin to lengthen and the sun begins to climb 
higher in the sky". (Encyclopedia Britannica, 1998 Ed.) 

Other pagan 'gods' born on December 25th are: Hercules, the 
son of Zeus (Greeks) Bacchus, god of wind, (Romans), Adenis 
god of Greeks Freyr the Greek-Roman god. 

What about Santa Claus? 

Once again the word 'Santa Claus' appears nowhere in the bible. 
However Saint Nicholas (Santa Claus) was a real person, bishop, 
who was born 300 years after Jesus (Peace be upon him). 
According to legend he was extremely kind and went out at 
night to distribute presents to the needy. After his death on the 
6th of Dec., school boys in Europe celebrated a feast day every 
year on the anniversary of his death. Queen Victoria later 
changed the celebration date from December 6th to December 
24th eve. 

Thus Christmas is an innovation (Bid'ah) in their religion, 
associating it with Santa Claus, and changing the original date 
of death anniversary of Saint Nicholas are further deviations. 

Did Jesus or His Companions Celebrated Christmas? 

Of course not. If Jesus meant his 'Ummah' to celebrate 
Christmas, he would have practiced it himself and enjoined it on 
his followers. Even the 'supposed pseudo-companions' of Jesus 
(and not the companions of Jesus mentioned in the Quran who 
called themselves as Muslims) mentioned in the bible made 
many innovations in their religion, but celebrating Christmas 
was not their endeavor. 

"In fact, the church did not observe a festival for the celebration 
of the event until the 4th century" (Grolier's Encyclopedia). 

Even if Christianity passed the above two test, they still have to 
prove that their Bible have remained unaltered since its 
revelation. A whole separate article could be written on this 
topic. 

We'll mention three brief points, insha'Allah. 

1) Bible, unlike our Quran, was not written down during Jesus' 
lifetime and no evidence of it ever being memorized. 

2) The oldest bible (Codex Siniticas) in possession of 
Christendom is only from the 4th century C.E. 

3) Verses are missing or added as to the Bible throughout the 
centuries. Compare different Bible versions (eg. compare the 
King James Version with Revised Standard Version. For verse: 1 
John 5:7, this verse is missing in Revised Standard Version 



published in 1952). 


How unfortunate and pitiful: parts of the original Bible has been 
lost. Part surviving has been corrupted and the corrupted parts 
has been misinterpreted. 

How Should Muslims React to Christmas? 

Being the custodians of Truth and the 'Best Ummah created for 
mankind" and "witnesses unto Mankind", we Muslims just can't 
stay still as the society around us is entrapped by Satan. 
Enjoining good and forbidding evil should be our theme. 

The foremost thing to realize is that Christmas is a big 
innovation which is leading a big part of humanity to shirk 
(associating partners with God). Christianity has transgressed 
the limits set by Allah; therefore showing happiness and joy on 
Christmas, Halloween, Easter, and Good Friday is like shaking 
hands with Satan and telling him to carry on the good work.

our Islamic Schools or shops during Christmas we are giving it 
our silent approval, by selling Christmas items in our shops, we 
are strengthening the pillars of Kufr. 

By purchasing for children books with Christmas themes ('The 
Night before Christmas'), by watching Christmas movies and by 
giving holidays to our regular Islamic schools or weekend 
schools, we are passing them a misguided message. 

Indeed Islam came to tear down the pillars of Kufr and replace 
them with the pillars of Islam. Armed with facts on Christmas 
and eloquent words of Islam, the door of Dawah to the 
Christians should be wisely open. 

When the Christians see us restraining from observing 
Christmas, they will curiously ask us for the reason.

Spurious cry over the deplorable 
State of the ummah 



Praise be to Allah the Lord of the worlds; may the blessing and 
peace be upon the noble Prophet Muhammad, his household 
and his companions all together. 

To proceed: 

There have been numerous cries over the sorrowful conditions 
in which the Muslim Ummah has found itself. 

The Muslim countries, in the recent time, have witnessed and 
are still witnessing variety of tribulations and killings due to 
attempts by different groups and individuals to topple the 
existing governments in various Muslim countries such as Libya, 
Syria, Yemen and Egypt; many lives have been lost; a lot of 
children have been orphaned; likewise countless number of 
women have been widowed and many houses and property 
destroyed.

In addition, al-Qardawi' s strongly-worded sermons calling for 
the forceful ousting of the rulers even if it would be by killing 
them with guns and the likes also contributed largely to the 
bloodbaths in the Arab world. 

The Brotherhood leaders and scholars (Sururi-Qutbis and the 
Bannais) in Saudi Arabia and other countries also preached this

He also sent his ambassador to the Jewish state with a letter full 
of praise and appreciation of Shimon Peres the Jewish 
president. 

When the youths of Egypt who voted Mursi in were no longer 
comfortable with his government, they staged similar protest as 
ousted Mubarak against Mursi. 

However, the Doha sheikh, al-Qardawi who earlier encouraged 
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revolt against Mubarak with the statement "ya8f||3(l3z 0 
Mubarak! Leave!" changed his stand and said the protest 
against Mursi was" khuruj alaa al-haakim" "revolt against 
the ruler" hence it declared haram; although Mursi was 
eventually ousted. 

Al-Qardawi having been enraged by this happening started to 
attack Saudi Arabia, United Arab Emirate, Bahrain of having 
sponsored this ousting; this led to a deteriorating relationship 
between Saudi and al-Qardawi 

The Saudi government fell out with Mursi because they had 
seen the signs and indications that Mursi and the International 
Brotherhood were interested in having similar experiences of 
protest in the Gulf Countries which Saudi or Kuwait or Bahrain 
would never welcome. 

However, blaming the Saudi Government for everything has 
become the methodology of some people; despite the fact that 
Saudi does not have an embassy in Tel-Aviv, no economic ties 
with them; even Aadel Jubair recently avoided having an 
interview with a Jewish newsman. 

On the other hand, other Arab countries have bilateral relations 
with the Jews. 

Saudi Arabia also spent more than any other country on the 
Palestinian issue; yet what the people with Saudi phobia want is 
for Saudi to keep mute and watch their government toppled as 
happened to Zain al-Aabidin of Tunisia and Mu' mmar al- 
Qaddafi in Libya and Ali Abdullah Salih of Yemen so that the 








Muslims in Saudi Arabia could witness similar bloodbaths as 
happened in those countries. 

They also expect the Saudi government to embark on a military 
attack on the Jewish state so as to prove they are really committed 
to the Palestinian course; although Mursi did not launch same 
attack while he was the head of state.

If the game is free of things that are contrary to Islamic teaching, such as false beliefs, 
music and indecent images - and it is unlikely that this is the case - then there is 
nothing wrong with playing it and selling your account in it, because the basic principle 
is that it is permissible to sell anything that is permissible and known to be beneficial, 
although it is better not to be involved with these games, especially for anyone past the 
stage of childhood, because they are a waste of time, which we have been enjoined to 
make good use of; moreover, we are contributing to wasting other people' s time when 
we sell these games to them.

Praise be to Allah 

Firstly: 

Allah, may He be exalted, says (interpretation of the meaning): 

"Your ally is none but Allah and [therefore] His Messenger and 
those who have believed - those who establish prayer and give 
zakah, and they bow [in worship]" 

[al-Maa'idah 5:55]. 

The word waliy [translated here as ally] means a lover, friend 
and supporter. This is indicated by the linguistic meaning and 
the context of the verse. 

As for the linguistic meaning, it says in al-Qaamoos al-Muheet 
(p. 1344): 

Al-walyu means closeness, nearness-*- 
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Al-waliy is a noun derived from this root; it also means a lover, 
friend or supporter. End quote. 

As for the context of the verse, the preceding verses forbid 
taking the Jews and Christians as allies (or close friends), as 
Allah, may He be exalted, says (interpretation of the meaning): 

"O you who have believed, do not take the Jews and the 
Christians as allies. They are [in fact] allies of one another. And 
whoever is an ally to them among you - then indeed, he is [one] 
of them. Indeed, Allah guides not the wrongdoing people. 

So you see those in whose hearts is disease hastening into 
[association with] them, saying, 'We are afraid a misfortune may 
strike us.' But perhaps Allah will bring conquest or a decision 
from Him, and they will become, over what they have been 
concealing within themselves, regretful. 

And those who believe will say, 'Are these the ones who swore 
by Allah their strongest oaths that indeed they were with you?' 
Their deeds have become worthless, and they have become 
losers" 

[al-Maa'idah 5:51-53]. 

Ibn 'Atiyyah (may Allah have mercy on him) said: The words 
"Your ally is none but Allah" are addressed to the same 
people as those to whom it was said [in v. 51 ], "do not take the 
Jews and the Christians as allies" . 

End quote. Al-Muharrar al-Wajeez (2/208). 

What is prohibited is taking them as allies; in other words, it is 
prohibited to take them as supporters and friends, and to love 
them, as Allah, may He be exalted, says elsewhere 
(interpretation of the meaning): 

"You will not find a people who believe in Allah and the Last 
Day having affection for those who oppose Allah and His 
Messenger, even if they were their fathers or their sons or their 
brothers or their kindred. Those - He has decreed within their 
hearts faith and supported them with spirit from Him. And We 
will admit them to gardens beneath which rivers flow, wherein 
they abide eternally. Allah is pleased with them, and they are 
pleased with Him - those are the party of Allah. Unquestionably, 
the party of Allah - they are the successful" 

[al-Mujaadilah 58:22]. 

The meaning does not make sense if it is understood as 
meaning that it is not allowed to seek their help to bring benefit 
or ward off harm. No rational person could understand it in this 
manner. 

The point is that the context of the verse indicates that being an 
ally here is meant in the sense of love, friendship and support. 







The leading scholars of tafseer stated this. 

At-Tabari (may Allah have mercy on him) said: 

What Allah, may He be exalted, meant in the verse "Your ally is 
none but Allah and [therefore] His Messenger and those who 
have believed" is: 0 believers, you have no supporter or helper 
except Allah and His Messenger, and the believers whose 
description is as Allah, may He be exalted, stated. As for the 
Jews and Christians with whom Allah has instructed you to 
disavow any alliance, and has forbidden you to take allies from 
among them, they are not allies or supporters for you; rather 
they are allies of one another, so do not take any ally or 
supporter from among them. 

End quote from Tafseer at-Tabari (8/529). 

Secondly: 

For this person to suggest that the word wali (ally) in this verse 
is referring to some specific individuals who were known for 
their righteousness, such as Shaykh 'Abd al-Qaadir al-Jilani, this 
is limiting the meaning of the verse without any evidence to 
support doing so, and it is speaking about Allah without 
knowledge, because the verse states that the wali from among 
the believers is anyone who establishes prayer, keeps up with it 
and gives zakaah, as Allah, may He be exalted, says: "and those 
who have believed - those who establish prayer and give zakah, 
and they bow [in worship]" . 

Al-Qurtubi (may Allah have mercy on him) said: 

The word alladheena ( "those who" ) is general in meaning and 
applies to all believers. Abu Ja'far Muhammad ibn 'Ali ibn al- 
Husayn ibn 'Ali ibn Abi Taalib (may Allah be pleased with him) 
was asked about the meaning of the verse "Your ally is none 
but Allah and [therefore] His Messenger and those who have 
believed" - did it refer to 'Ali ibn Abi Taalib? He said: 'Ali was 
one of the believers, which means that this refers to all the 
believers. An-Nahhaas said: This is obvious, because the word 
alladheena ( "those who" ) is plural. 

End quote from Tafseer al-Qurtubi (8/54). 
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Shaykh-ul-lslaam ibn 
Taymiyyah - may Allaah have 
mercy on him - said: 


"Seeking guidance by 
way of people of misguidance 
is the greatest of 
ignorance."

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I was listening to a recorded lecture of shaykh Sarumi 'Abd-ul- 
Fatah [a reliable Yoruba scholar, base in llorin, Kwara state, 
Nigeria], may Allaah preserve him on goodness, where he 
lectured on the patience or as-sabr. He defined, explained and 
gave his personal experience so that everyone will comprehend 
his talk. 


He said he has a friend who came to his house five years ago 
[according to the year of the lecture] whereby his family, 
mother precisely, address him thus "Is he who is dragging his 
trousers up the ankles you're asking for? Hope you're not 
following him [referring to shaykh]; who say children shouldn't 
prostrate for their parents again?!". Now, after five years, the 
friend came back again [I thought from travelling] and met the 
shaykh's mother as usual but surprisingly, she said, "Ha-Ha! He 
isn't here... Any small child that can enter niqaabite house..." He 
said his friend was surprised how the his mother welcome him 
warmly and said "how did you do it..." 


Nutshell, what the shaykh was trying to illustrate here is that we 
should stay with our families inasmuch they don't expel us. 
Because our staying can be a benefit, a means of their guidance.

(Reported by 
Imaam Ahmad, 1/388; see also Saheeh al-Jaami’, 6255).Some 
beggars come to the mosques, interrupting people’s worship 
with their complaints; some of them lie, bringing forged papers 
and telling tall stories; some of them distribute their family 
members around different mosques, then they regroup and 
move on to other mosques. Some of these people may in fact be 
well-off, to an extent which only Allaah knows; only when they 
die do others find out what they have left behind. Meanwhile, 
there are others who are truly in need, but people are not aware 
of it and may think they have enough, because they are too 
proud and do not beg of people at all; nobody knows their true 
situation so no-one gives them charity.

Our Ulamah (Scholars) both foreign and local are living example 
to this, they are all WOW in this regard, they don't come out 
tattered or look rough, they always look so charming so as to 
emulate our beloved Prophet. 

This post is not to weigh anyone's pocket, fingers aren't equal 
truly, but the little you've got must be well managed and 
maintained, this is the clear point.

"Abdur-Rahman 
Himyari set out for prilgrimage or for "Umrah and said:Should it 
so happen that we come into contact with one of the 
Companions of the Messenger of Allah (peace be upon him) we 
shall ask him a bout what is talked about Taqdir (Division 
Decree). Accidentally we came across Abdullah ibn Umar ibn al- 
Khattab, while he was entering the mosque. My companion and I 
surrounded him. One of us (stood) on his right and the other 
stood on his left. I expected that my companion would authorize 
me to speak. I therefore said: Abu Abdur Rahman! there have 
appeared some people in our land who recite the Holy Qur"an 
and pursue knowledge. And then after talking about their affairs, 
added: They (such people) claim that there is no such thing as 
Divine Decree and events are not predestined. He (Abdullah ibn 
Umar) said: When you happen to meet such people tell them that 
I have nothing to do with them and they have nothing to do with 
me. And verily they are in no way responsible for my (belief). 
Abdullah ibn Umar swore by Him (the Lord) (and said): If any one 
of them (who does not believe in the Divine Decree) had with 
him gold equal to the bulk of (the mountain) Uhud and then, it 
(in the way of Allah), Allah would not accept it unless he affirmed 
his faith in Divine Decree." 


Hence the Pious Predecessors would not take with levity the 
matters of the Aqeedah contrary to what the political analysts in 
our midst would do. 


Unity of the Muslims is only achievable when we return to the 
way of As-Salaf as-Saalih in Imaan and not these different sects. 
Allah( Subhaanahu wa ta'aalaa) says: 
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So if they believe in the like of that which you believe, then they 
are rightly guided, but if they turn away, then they are only in 
opposition. So Allah will suffice you against them. And He is the 
All-Hearer, the All-Knower."

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Questioner: The Prophet stayed in Makkah for thirteen years 
calling to Tawheed. Is this not enough as evidence to engage in 
outing (of the Tableegh Jamaa’ah)? 

Dr Sharof: This is notan evidence (for the outing of the Tableegh 
Jamaa' ah); you cannot use this as an evidence for that outing. 
This is because within the thirteen years, the Prophet did not go 
on any outing; he was in Makkah. I hope you understand. He 
went to Taaif when he was not tolerated in Makkah and came 
back to Makkah within that same thirteen years. Is that outing? I 
hope you understand. 

Secondly, within the thirteen years the Prophet was calling to 
Tawheed saying 'worship Allaah because there is none worthy 
of worship except Him/ These people who engage in that 
outing do not know about Tawheed because they say it divides 
the people. Their aim is to gather all the Muslims upon 
misguidance. Do we understand? They detest (Tawheed) 
because it divides the people, but the Prophet was calling to 
Tawheed. Is their action the same with what the Prophet did 
within the thirteen years? Do not compare things that are not 
similar. That is it. 

The Prophet did not call us to outing (of the Tableeghees). The 
outing of the Tableeghees is not from the teachings of Islaam. It 
is just an ideology. Islaam is a religion; it is not just a baseless 
ideology. There are many ideologies attributed to Islaam. Hasan 
Al Banna has his ideology. How is his ideology better than that 
of the Tableeghees? How is that of the Tableeghees better than 
his own? 

Boycott these ideologies and focus on that which Allaah sent 
the Prophet with. This is because we have seen people who 
followed this pristine ideology and were granted Jannah. Who 
from those who follow other (innovated) ideologies have been 
granted Jannah? That is the reason. May Allaah not make us go 
astray! There is the clear truth, (but) people fail to follow it. They 
keep on making their lives miserable; a carpenter leaves his 
daily bread (for outing). A person who does not understand 
Islaam ties Turban (in the name of outing); verily, that Turban of 
yours is a headgear. 

The Congregation: Laughing mode activated! 

Dr Sharof: That is the truth. They make the lives of their children 
miserable. They make the lives of their wives miserable. You can 
imagine the case of a person who left home for more than a 
year; he came back and discovered that his wife was pregnant. 
He asked, 'What is this?' and his wife said, 'This is three 
months pregnancy' . He said, 'It is the will of Allaah; It is will 
of Allaah' . Their intellects have gone. They move with a 
mindless body. Why won' t all sorts of atrocities happen if you 
leave your wives and children? For this reason, follow the 
Sunnah and shun innovations. Follow the Sunnah of Prophet 
Muhammad (sollaLloohu 'alayhi wa sallam), not innovations.

I am an employee working in a Christian hospital, and wearing a 
cross on the uniform is compulsory. What is the ruling on that? 


Praise be to Allah 


The practice of the Prophet (blessings and peace of Allah be 
upon him) was to remove the image of the cross if he found it 
on a garment, mat or anything else. He did not approve of 
leaving the symbol of a distorted religion that falsely affirmed 









that the Messiah 'Eesa ibn Maryam (Jesus son of Mary, peace 
be upon him) had been crucified, to the extent that this symbol 
became sanctified, venerated and worshipped by the followers 
of that religion. 

It was narrated from 'Aa' ishah (may Allah be pleased with 
her) that the Prophet (blessings and peace of Allah be upon 
him) would not leave anything in his house on which there were 
crosses except he would erase them. Narrated by al-Bukhaari 
(5608). 


The scholars of the Standing Committee for Issuing Fatwas were 
asked: 

What is the ruling on wearing clothes on which there are 
crosses, and we did not know that they were there when we 
bought it, because it is not in the usual form, such that we could 
have recognised it before buying it; rather it is in an unusual and 
unclear form. What is the ruling on wearing it? 

They replied: 

If you find out that there are crosses on clothes after buying 
them, then it is forbidden to pray wearing them, and you must 
remove the cross by whatever means will remove its image, by 
scratching it off or dyeing it and the like. That is because of the 
report narrated by al-Bukhaari in his Saheeh from 'Imraan ibn 
Hattaan, that 'Aa' ishah (may Allah be pleased with her) said: 
the Prophet (blessings and peace of Allah be upon him) would 
not leave anything in his house on which there were crosses 
except he would erase them. 

Shaykh 'Abd al- 'Azeez ibn Baaz, Shaykh 'Abd al- 'Azeez 
Aal ash-Shaykh, Shaykh 'Abdullah ibn Ghadyaan, Shaykh 
Saalih al-Fawzaan, Shaykh Bakr Abu Zayd 
Fataawa al-Lajnah ad-Daa' imah (24/19) 

How can the Muslim accept to put on his garment the image of 
an idol that is worshipped instead of Allah, and is symbolic of a 
distorted religion and false belief, that was declared false by the 
Holy Qur’an: "And they did not kill him, nor did they crucify 
him; but [another] was made to resemble him to them" [an- 
Nisa’4:157]? 


The shar 'i ruling on wearing it is clear; it is forbidden. Allah has 
promised those who fear Him relief from their calamity and 
provision from where they do not expect it. He, may He be 
exalted, says (interpretation of the meaning): 

"And whoever fears Allah - He will make for him a way out 
And will provide for him from where he does not expect. And 
whoever relies upon Allah - then He is sufficient for him. Indeed, 
Allah will accomplish His purpose. Allah has already set for 
everything a [decreed] extent" 

[at-Talaaq 65:2-3].

Is there really a paradise and hell- 
fire or not? This individual has disbelieved due to his uncertainty 
even if he prays, fasts and does other forms of good deeds. As 
long as he is not certain in his faith and he possesses doubts and 
uncertainty concerning what was delivered by the Messenger 
[salallahu alayhi wasalaam] or he says: It is possible that Islaam 
is the truth and it is likewise possible that it is not the truth. This 
type of individual has apostated from Islaam.
